LAST DAY OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL 
CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION. 



An ImiBeBae Oatkertng to tBdependenee 

S<iaar« AddrMsed By Preeideal Cnev*. 
iBwl— One of tke MaataM flMtalH Wne 
B CkBToa of Two noatMi 'Tbleea, 

Philadbi.phia, Sept in. -Tho cloning 
day of the oonitltutinnal contnininl cnle- 
bration was favored with i-hnrming 
woBtber aa that of the flnt two days, 'ihe 
throDgt etill lingered, and the atreeti pre- 
sented the wiM orowdad •ppeanum On a 
triumphal ardi whlfih gpanned Chettaat 
street was inscribed the word* of that cele- 
brated philanthropic and statesman, John 
Bright; All the oivili/'Ml world, all who love 
freedom in it, must regard the event as one 
of the most important in the annaU of men. 
The eaarcleaa of the day ware held on Inde- 
peadgiiM aqau* on tte ahadow of tte lib* 
erty bell, "wbteh prooUlmad liberty 
throughout the land" a hundred years ago. 

The stajid ereote<l in Independence Square 
cont«ine<l a representative of every branch 
and ccindition of life which giH-s to ni»ke up 
a nation. Standing alongside of the chief 
magistrate was the highoHt ecclpsiastical 
represeiitati vHs, the Justices of the highest 
Oourta, the foreign ininmtt'ra, and r«present- 
ative« of the army aud navy and every de- 
partment of civil, military and religioua 
Ufa The stand ha<l a seating capacity of 
10,00(), and every seat was occupied. In 
front of the stand and in full view of all 
bung a photographic copy of the original 
constitution. On the east side of the stand 
stood the quaint old high-backed chair once 
occn]iio.l by George Washington as presid- 
ing odirer iif the congress which adopted 
the constitution. Tlio Marine l>and was 
atatione'l on the enst suit of tho stand and 
discoursed music for half an hour before 
the exercises oommence<L 

At 10:80 a chorus of ;i,000 children with 
too men as leading voices, sang a patriotic 
air. This brought forth rounds of applause. 
Among the rrominont persons on the stand 
were Hannibal Hamilton, ex-I'resiilont 
Hayes and wife. px-Ministor ICasson. Chiof 
Justice \Vliit<', Seimtor Ingalls, (ieorgB W. 
( Iiil'ls, Willmni .M. Evart*, Governors I^ar- 
riilH.e and Oonian, niid Coiigrt'sumau 

Just aa the hell on the top of Imlejiendence 
hall announced the hour of 1 1 o'clock, the 
children's voices sent up three routing cheers 
as their tribute of love to that historic 
building. Shortly after 11 o'clock the dis- 
tinguished guests began to jiour into the 
stand at a rapid rate. The first to mount 
the stops leading to the stand was President 
Clevelnnd oiid wife. Their Rpix<arant>e wag 
the signal for tuninltMons applHiise. As 
they came down the center aisl« to the 
jvlaces (isj.igiittd thoin on the stnnd the presi- 
dent leiined on the arm of ex-Minister Kas- 

son, while Mm. Cleveland laanad «a tte am 

of Mrs. Thoinpeon. 

After the president and Mrs. Cleveland 
had reached the staml a general handshak- 
ing with those whom they rei-ogniy."<i t.ook 
place. After all the distinguishe<l i>*-i>ple 
had taken their seats, and the cheering sul>- 
sided, Bishop Potter arose and, followed by 
those who occupied the reserve spaoe on the 
stand with uncovered heads, maile the o]>en- 
ing prayer. The bishop rea<l from manu- 
script. He invoked the blessings of the I.onl 
on the day's proceedings, and on the presi- 
dent and other oflicials of the nation. The 
prayer was (juite lengthy. When the binhop 
oonoluded (ien, Sh 1 1 l;in, with his aids, fol- 
lowed closely by Crtrdinal (Jibbone, Arcii- 
bishop Ryan nnil a nunilwr of Catholic 
clergynieti, marched down the aisle, and 
were h?«.rtily cheered. When they had 
been seated the Hon. John A. Kasson made 
the introiluctory address of the day. He 
referrwl briefly to the object of the celebra- 
tion and reviewed the progreaa of affairs 
from the time of the draftiog oC- tte OOMM- 
tutiou up to the present. 

Cardinal Gibbons, clad in ofTloial vest- 
ments, sat at the side of the S[>euker, ami 
was one of the most attentive listeners. 

At the conclusion of'Mr. Kanson's addreia 
the chorus sang "Appeal to Truth." 

The president then dellTered a brief 
speech. He noalvad Miaadan «C appiaan, 
He said : 

"I deem it a very great honor and 
pleasure to participate in these impressive 
exercisea. Every American citizen should 
on this c«nt44nnial day rejoice in his oitisen- 
ship. He will not find the cause of his re- 
joicing in the antiquity of his country, for 
among the nations of the earth his stands 
with the ycungctst. Hu will not And it in 
the glitter and (iriinp that bedeck a monarch 
and daz/le abject and servile sub- 
jecta, for in bis country the ]>«<>- 
pie themselves are the rulers. He 
will not And it in tlie bloody foreign ooii- 
queeta, for his government has been content 
U> care for its own domain and people. He 
should rejoice because the work of framing 
our ooiistitution was completed one hundred 
years ago to-day, and because, when com- 
pleted, It established a free government He 
should rejoice because this constitution and 
goverument have survived with so many 
blessings, and have demonstrate*! so fully 
the strength and value of |iopular riilsL He 
should rejoice in the wondrous growth and 
achievementii of the iMwt hundred years, 
and also in the glorious promise of the con- 
stitution through centuties to come. We 
shall fail to be duly thankful for all that 
was done for us one hundre<l years ago, un- 
ItMs we raalizo the difficulties of the work 
then in hand, and the dangers avoide<l in 
the task of forming *a more (Hirfuct union' 
between disjointe<l and inharnionioua statea, 
with interests and opinions railically diverse 
ai»i stublxirnly mainlniiitxl. 

"The jierplexities of the convention which 
undertook the labor of pre^Miriug our consti- 
tution are appitrunt in theiie uarnust words 
of one of its iiioht illustrious members: 'The 
siiikH prugresn we have made after four or 
five weeks of close attendance and (xintin- 
u^l reasonings with eatili other, our ditTer- 
ent sentiments ou almost every question — 
several of the last producing as many noee 
as yeas — is, me thinks, a luelanchuly proof 
of the ini|>erfuotioii of the human under- 
standing. We indeed seem to feel i>ur want 
of practical wisdom, since we hive been 
running nil nt in search of it We have 
gone back • aiio aiti history tor modala of 
n id anniliMd tte dUte«at 



forms of those republics, which having been 
fotind with the w<eds of their own daasola- 
tVon now no longer exist In this situation

We have been assure<l, sir, in 
the sacred writings that, exc«pt the I.i<ird 
build the house, they lalior in vain that 
build it I firmly lielieve this, and I also 
belieTo that without Hie ooncnrring therein 
wa ahall snooeed la this political baildlnc no 

better than tte bollden of BabaL Wa ihall 
be divided by no litUa partial intnaati oar 
projaola will te oonfoundad, and wo our- 
mlwm <ahall te become a raproaoh and by- 
word down to future agea; and wtet ia 
wona, mankind may heret^tter from thia nn- 
fortnnafta inatanoa diapatr o( utahtehlng 
gorarnnMntt by hunaB wlidom and Imt* It 
to (diaaca, war and conquaat.

blow. They are in a fit mood to avengo tte 
outrage at Mitohellstowa, aad If tte polios 
attempt to break up tte oisatlagB oa Baa- 
day, there is little doabt of tte result of 
such a proceeding. I 

'■Mitchnllstown" has been a watchwarfl all 
over Ireland, and thousands are ready to 
devote their liven, if necessary, to the main- 
tenance of their rights to speech. The league , 
has perhajx taken the l>e8t course for trying 
the strength aud ability of the government 
The places at which the meetings* are to be 
held are widely separated. Roscommon, 
where one is to be held, is a long ilistanne to 
tte north of Kilinaothomas, where tbe most 
southern meeting will be held. The [k^Hco 
will be obliged to send four diviaions simul- 
taneously, iiije t.i eu' h of tha towus contain- 
ing a meeling. This will somewhat divide 
their forcoa. 

Mr. Balfour who has b^mn in Dublin for 
the past two days, has been laying his plans, 
however, and it is reported that he had al- 
ready got wind of the league's jirojecta, aud 
has arranged accordingly. At any rate he 
has been unusually busy ainl has been re- 
cruiting Hiid drilling his forcee with a view 
to hold liiiii>i'lf in readiness for any emer- 
gency. Interest runs high as to what the 
day will bring forth, and many are the | 
speculations ventured. Numerous knots of 
excitt<d men gather at all times in the street, 
in the field, or at houses, aud tierce and 
angry are the expressions hurle<l at the gov- 
ernment A revolution is imniineiit in Ire- 
land, and if her i«'uple were stroiijjer in- 
st^ail of destitute and half Nt(irve<l, ICiigUuid 
would niix't a inori' jxiWerfiU foe than a few 
men who a.-e htiiidy with the blnck thorne. 
That tho league lenders iiro fixirfnl of home 
dreadful outbreak is certain, and to caution 
moderation now seems almost useless. | 

It IS ei|)ected that some of tho Knglish j 
Home Rule deputation, now in Irelaud, will 
speak at tliei>e meetings, but this is nut 
openly given out.

THE WOOL MA RKET. 

Boslaoes Contlnaee of Moderate Propor- 
tions, With ImproTement in Tone. 

New Yokk, Sept lit.— Bradstreet's, in 
the summary of tiie wool market, suys that 
business continues of iiiodirate proportions 
in all the ea.itern iiiai kAs. I'nces ai°e well 
sustained, on tiie basis of the lust two or 
three weelis, and thougii they are in buyers' 
favor, there are no syniptonis of any further 
decline, iu Home (juarters, imteed, a little 
iniprovenieiit in tone is reported. Most of 
the muiiufHcturers who tnke supplies UOW 
call for prompt shipnientH, indicating that 
stocks at the nulls are relatively smalL 

Still there IS no general disposition to do* 
part from the long ountinued and very suo- 
cessful }>olicy of buying only for near by re- 
quirements. A good deal of wool, particu- 
larly the tlner des<:riptions, is still held in 
the country by furiuem or s^Mleulutor^^, au l 
is not pi'e^e<l for sale. Theoe s>>rt.H are as 
cheap as tiiey Imve lieeii for several years, 
and comparatively cheaper in the country. 
Wool, which is selling tor .'i^i to .H cents ia 
New York and Boston, is hsld at 31 to 3d 
cents in Ghio, at which price, after paying 
all expenses, there can lie trat little profit to 
the dealer. - Fall California wool ia airlvlag 
lu the Han Krancist^o market 

The advicee from the Ixindon sales are 
more encouraging than tlin trade in this 
country have gennrally looked for. Though 
the offerings average poorly, the atteudaiiua 
of buyers is large and c<.)mpetition for Eng- 
lish consumption is active, with a tendency 
to advance in pricea. Little la doing on 
Ajnerican account la Australia requeete 
oontinuetote p rsfisr r sd for UtA bids al 
London. 

The Boutoii market shows no chang 
week in any particular. Trade has 
good some days but bed others, and some 
houses report fair transactions, but others 
none at alL The manufacturers appear to 
be in a rather better (Kisition than two or 
three months ago. They are receiving or- 
ders of more or less extent fur light weight 
goods. 

Iu tbe aggregate, however, tbe business is 
still disappointing, and there is little encour- 
agement for stocking up freely with ma- 
terials. Michigan wool ia a shade firmer 
and the fine deecriptiona generally are 
steady, partly because they are already very 
cheap Tbe highest values of the vear for 
the first four sorts quoted in the table below 
were made in January, and the lowest have 
prevailed since tte middle of August, the 
decline ranging from two cents to four oeote 
per pound.
